THE House' assembled at 2 o'clock 
and aifter prayers by Kev. (i. K.

Petitions. 

The petitions from tbu Property Own- 
ers' Associations of Victoria ami Van- 
couver, asking amendments to the Muni- 
cipal Clauses Act, and from Max Mac- 
gowan, for leave to introduce) a private 
'bill to incorporate Uho. Vancouver, Upper 
Stave River and Lillooet hake Kailway. 
Reports. 

Mr. I loss .presented the third report of 
the private hills committee in effect that 
the standing orders in connection with 
the undermentioned petitions have been 
complied -with: 

An Act to Incorporate the Fording 
Valley Railway Co.; an Act authorizing 
the Royoi] Trust Co. to carry on Ibusincsa 
in British Columbia; an Act to Incor- 
porate fin- Golden Light, Power and Wa- 
ter Co., Limited; an Act to amend tho 
Queen Charlotte Islands Hallway Com- 
pany Act, 1901; an Act respecting flho 
Kootenay, Cariboo and iPaeitic Railway 
Co., and that as regards Petition No. 10, 
an Act respecting 'the Brunette Saw Mill 
Co., Ltd., the rules he suspended, and 
that the notice given he deemed BUtll- 
eieut. 

Introduction of Bills. 

Hon. Mr. Fulton introduced a bill to 
amend and consolidate the Public 
Schools Act, Which was slated d'or second 
reading on .Monday next. 

The 'bill for licensing commercial trav- 
elers passed second reading, Mr. Hen- 
derson, upon whose motion discussion 
thereof was adjourned on a previous 
day, agreeing to defer his criticism tm- 
til the 'bill irentilied its committee stage. 

The bill to amend the Judgments Act, 
and the bill to amend the Distraint Pro- 
cedure Act were adopted on report. 

Tho .bill respecting assignments and 
preferences iby insolvent persons passed 
its committee stag*. 

Eight Hour Bill. 

Mr. ■Hawthornthwtiite moved the sec- 
ond reading of fhe bill providing an 
eight hour day for smelters. He said 
that this measure reflected the desires 
Si the employees, reading in this eon- 
ntvtion : 

Greenwood Mineisi' Union, asking uho 
Socialist members 'to move therefor; also 
a resolution endorsing the .measure pass- 
ed iby Nelson Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil. He uttered denial to a rumor which 
he said had been going around that in 
this matter he was in league with cer- 
tain foreign interests. The workers in 
the smelters labored under very trying 
conditions, amid fumes of a nature in- 
imical to iheultih. Th(.> occupation was 
unhealthy. At present the hours were 
long, some of tin' men working twelve 
hours a day. This meant that capital- 
ists were exacting from the workers 
lour hours a day in addition to what the 
n, i'n should he required to, give. The 
average life of the men employed in the 
smelters wax about 15 years. He quite 
understood tin- remark of .Mr. Melnnes 
Hint corporate interests would he served 
by lessening the number of sessions of 
the legislature. 

Mr. Mel lines said his reference was 
not applied to corporate interests only, 
but to all interests, working men in- 
cluded. 

Mr. Hawthorn tlvwnite went on to ar- 
gue that if the' legislature were closed 
there w ould be no other redress for the 
workingmen than an appeal to "the 
strike" or other methods disastrous alike 
to themselves anil to the country, In 
regard to the ethical side of the ques- 
tion he said that a recent commission 
had determined that the working men of 
Croat Britain were rapidly deteriorating 
owing to improper food and long hours. 
As to tho present (bill, Mr. .lames Duns- 
muir had threatened to close ibis mines 
if it passed, [but .he was not sincere. He 
had so informed I he board of trade of 
Ladysinith in a dispatch to that organi- 
zation, and as a consequence a deputa- 
tion from I hat place had come to seek 
the withdrawal of the measure. This 
the speaker 'had refused to assent to, as 
he did not propose' to be bulldozed. 

Mr. MeBride remarked that wihile tho 
assent of members to Mich legislation 
might be considered 'to have Ibeen given 
in pronouncements made upon similar 
measures in the past, yet there might 
l,e renvoi! for a declination to go as far 
as the present hill proposed in relation 
to the smelters of the country. True 
tin- natural conditions under wbieh smel- 
ler employees were surrounded were 
neither pleasant nor, perhaps healthful. 
Still In- was not prepared to accept the 
idea il. ai the .health and lives of the 
men were so endangered 'from day to day 
as to make it at all imperative thoib the 

legislature should pass this law, be- 
cause so far as he was advised Kleps 
wore taken by the smelter operators of 

the province to give adequate protection 
lo i he lives of itlheir n, and that every- 
thing was done lo make their surround- 
ings as comfortable as possible. Then 
tin re was (he suggestion in tlie mea- 
sure of disturbance to the mining indus- 
try, for "W.hwih at present a very optimis- 
tic ful ure was opening up. In view of 
everything be was brought lo the coir 
elusion that the adoption of such legisla- 
tion at fhe present lime would -he ill-ad- 
vised. Apart altogether from the (merits 
of Iheibill, the time was inopportune fot 



its introduction. There was orery rca- 
iSOD to Ibelieve that smelter operations 
on bhe other side of liio line would not 
ibo slow to seize the advantage of any 
handicap upon local enterprises to di- 
vert trade from their doors. 

Mr. J. A. .Maedonald said th'ait being 
tho counsel for one of tlie large smelter 
industries .be was diffident albout join- 
ing in tho discussion of tho present 
bill. iSbMl Hie could not let the occasion 
pass without .an expression of (his scuti- 
imonts. He agreed that twelve hours 
was too Jong for a day's work, but 
thought opportunity should be given t'oi 
the men and the operators to adjust tho 
an a titer themselves without legislative in- 
terference. He .understood till at in cases, 
wthilo the men wore on duty twelve 
(hours, part of this time was unoccupied, 
and rooms where they might read nnd 
smoke in the interim were provided by 
the smelter .people. So that it might 
be that the conditions of their employ- 
ment were not so inhuman as the re- 
marks of the member for Nanaimo might 
suggest. Whether this was true or not 
ho did not .think the legislature should 
intervene at the 'present time. 

Mr. Brown (Greenwood) said that in 
the smelters of bis district about IS per 
cent, of the men worked eitrht hours un- 
der present conditions, 112 per cent, 
worked ten 'hours, ami 50 per cent, work- 
ed twelve hours per day. The men en- 
gaged in the unhealthy pari of the work 
were only on duly eight hours in the 
Boundary country, although he believed 
they worked twelve hours in the lead 
smelter al Nelson. The twelve hour 
men were not working all that time. The 
employment was no; continuous. It wos 
simply a mailer of being on the ground. 
The fai l thai insurance companies ac- 
cuptod smelter workers us ordinary risks 
with tho exception of seven or eigbt per 
cent., argued that ih" employment was 
not i-pcnrded as si i dly inimical to hu- 
man life. Mr. riawtihornrlmvaite contra- 
dicted Humself when he said the men 
had no redress except through the legis- 
lature, and that employers would work 
them longer Lf they eouJd do so. The 
workmen 'had protection in their unions. 
He Iwd no doubt that a great m,,ny 
.smelters would closedown if this hill be- 
en nie law. The sin idler at Creenwood 
had not paid one cent, in dividends, nnd 
tho industjy taken as a whole had lost 
mionoy up to the present time. The pro- 
posed law would add albout $-15,000 to 
tho payroll at Greenwood, representing 
an increase in the cost of operating of 
25 'percent., and this the industry would

Sea Incident 



Semi-official Despatch Shows 
That the Russians Will Be 
Whitewashed. 



Admiral Had Legitimate Ground' 
For Believing His Ships Were 
Endangered. 



Reading of the Finding of the 
Commission Has Been Set 
For Saturday. 



PARIS, Feb. 21).— A semi-official de- 
spatch was Issued tonight rela- 
tive to the work of the Interna- 
tional commission which has 
been considering the .North Sea Inci- 
dent, it was as follows : 

"The full commission met. today in 
the ministry of foreign affairs, and 
again in the afternoon ill order to pro- 
ceed to an examination of the report 
recapitulating Us conclusions. The re- 
port is rather long, comprising about 
ten large pages. 

'The principal author is Admiral Von 
Spaun (Austria), but all the members 
of the commission collaborated In draw - 
ing it up. The commission gives no 
opinion on the question of the presence 
or absence of Japanese torpedo boats in 
the North Sea, declaring merely that 
the Russian admiral quite legitimately 
believed that his ships were endangered 
and that he had the right, under the 
circumstances, to act as he did. The 
commissioners refer to the Russian 
government's engagements to indemnify 
the victims of the deplorable incident. 

"The report will be sent tomorrow by 
special messengers to the Russian and 
British governments, not because It is 
liable to modifications at the instance 
of one or the other of the govern- 
ments — the commission's decision beine 
without appeal — but the commissioners 
do not wish the powers Interested to 
simply learn through the press of the 
last public action and the conclusions 
arrived at. There Is nothing In this 
communication or report except an act 
of deference." 

The public sitting for the reading of 
the conclusion will probably be held on 
Saturday. The admirals will not be in 
full uniform, The proceedings will be 
closed by a speech of thanks by Ad- 
miral Fournler (the president of the 
commission), to bis coireagues. 

Members of the commission who were 
seen tonight refused either to confirm 
or deny the statement, but officials hav- 
ing favorable opportunities to judge of 
the results of the enquiry consider the 
report to "be substantially correct.

TERMS OF PEACE. 

British Opinion Points Out Inadequacy 
of Proposed Treaty. 

London. Feb. 22. — The terms on which 
Russia Is reported to be prepared to 
conclude peace are regarded In official 
circles in London as Inadequate and 
largely of a tentative nature. Among 
the British officials the hope of a speedy 
cessation of hostilities Is mostly based 
on official advices telling the increasing 
ascendency and activiiy of the peace 
pans in Russia. The British officials 
entertain little doubt that if Ruslsa will 
express her willingness lo conclude 
peace on terms which will recognize Ja- 
pan as the victor a satisfactory solution 
could be reached through the good of- 
fices of France and Ureal Britain. 

Berlin, Feb. 2:;.— That the Russian 
Emperor has actually determined to 
seek peace does not appear to be 
known here officially, but this court has 
been a war)' that the Emperor's mind 
has been wavering between peace and 
continuance of the war. What Emperor 
Nicholas has so far decided to do seems 
to be to request of Prance to ask the 

British foreign office to enquire of Ja- 
pan what terms might be expected 
were Rus'sla to propose peace. Russia 
will thus be able to refuse to open ne- 
gotiations If Japan's terms are exorbi- 
tant, and the Russian Emperor could 
again appeal to the discontented classes 
lo support the war as easier lo bear 
than the price of peace. 

Vienna, l-'eb. 22.— The announcement 
of the possibility of peace in the Far 
East, published here today, was receiv- 
ed with much satisfaction in diplomatic 
circles, but It is believed that possibly 
the universal hope may have resulted 
In premature expressions. For several 
weeks past unofficial enquiry has been 
made as to whether Austria would or 
would not fill the role of mediator, and 
whether the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
as den n of the European mpnarchs, 
would not himself lake steps to this 
end. But the Emperor Is not Inclined 
to undertake mediation in view of the 
de'flntte statement that Russia would 
not be willing to listen to any power 
on the' subject of v mediation, and con- 
sequently the entire matter remains un- 
changed. 

It Is reported here that the proposal 
for mediation by |i friendly power 
came from the Japanese side. 



OX'DOX, Feb. 22.— Encouraged by 
lOlie reduced government iua- 
jority in the division in tiio 
House of Commons last night, 
the Irish party unexpectedly re- 
turned to the attack today more tiercel,- 
than ever. Immediately after the ses- 
sion opened, John Uediuond gave notice 
01 '< motion to adjourn in order to dis- 
cuss the conditions under which Sir An- 
tony MneDonnell holds the post of uu- 
dcr-secretary to the lord lieutenant Cif 
Ireland. 

This movement came as: a surprise 
and caught tlie government off their 
guard. The Speaker set the debate oi 
the motion for the COUUUCUceiuOnt of 
the night session. It had 'been expect- 
ed that the debate on .Mr. .Morton's 
amendment calling fhe atttention of His 
Majesty to the condition of the army, 
showing "negligence and mismanage- 
ment by the ministers," .which came up 
today, would occupy two days. A num- 
ber of Unionist members accordingly ah 
sented themselves. Mr. Redinoud's tac- 
tics caused a great scurrying of the 
whips and much upsetting of arrange- 
ments. 

Lasted Till Midnignt. 

Tlie debate lasted till midnight, when 
:t motion to adjourn was defeated by 2Gu 
to 2211, but Mr. Redmond scored a point 
by compelling Mr. Wyndham, chief sec 
retary for Ireland, to rend ifjio corre- 
spondence between himself and Sir An 
tony MooDonuell, by wihich it .was 
shown that the under secretary was giv- 
en extraordinary .powers, and authorized 
to arrange for co-operation in the con- 
trol and direction of boards and admin- 
istrative agencies. It. wis nleQ .shown 
that Premier Balfour had concurred it 
this incident, t)t question time (tills after- 
noon. 

Tlie Nationalists were heckling Pre- 
mier Balfour and Mr. Wyndaiam, chief 
secretary for Ireland, in an effort to ex 
tract further information as to iliow fai 
Mr. Wyndham was involved in what In, 
has termed the under secretary's "inde- 
fensible" course connected with the evo- 
lution scheme, when John 'Redmond, the 
Irish leader,, turning to Mr. Wyndham, 
said: "You might n« weLl fell tilie truth 
at once." Mr. iBatJout immediately rais- 
ed a point of order. The 'Speaker ruled 
that the remark was "offensive," and 
Mr. Redmond promptly apologized, and 
explained bhot ho bad not meant to im- 
ply that untruths bad been told, l>u* 
mint the w.holo truth had not been told 
yet. and that 'lie did not want to be 
obliged to drag it out piecemeal. 

Redmond's Apology. 

(Repeating his apology, Mr. Redmond 
said the government was withholding 
facts which he proposed to 'force t'heni 
to relate. Il was their duty, he said, to 
produce i he documents referred to in the 
debate the previous day. He wanted to 
know if Sir Antony MacDonnell had 
been authorized to treat with Dunraven 
He said Mr. Wynd'ham admitted tuat 
ho knew itiio gist of MacDoimoH's views. 
It was strange that lie 'hail belatedly 
repudiated his under seerutary. 

Mr'. Wyudhain, replying, read the let- 
ters and then emphatically repeated that 
he attributed the misunderstanding to 
bis own "colossal ignorance of Indian 
affairs. - ' which were involved in tto.3 
plan of the under secretary for .tho con- 
trol and direction of boards and adminis- 
trative agencies. 

Morley's Admission. 

John Morley, who 'followed, scathing- 
ly assailed the government's administra- 
tion in Ireland. He said Sir Antony 
liad been censured without a bearing 
for doing what ihe laid warned them he 
would do and which they Iliad invited 
him to carry out. The Earl of Dudley 
(lord lieutenant of Ireland), Mr. Morley 
said, bail been overthrown by the Pre- 
.niier, .and the under secretary's conduct 
was described as "indefensible." 

"H'hul a picture," said Mr. Morley, 
"ol" confusion "i administrative forces, 
worse confounded." Mr. Morley ad- 
mitted, however. that nothing was 
shown by the correspondence that was 
dishonorable to the .parlies concerned. 

Premier Balfour said the loiters .show- 
ed that when MacDonnell was appointed 
under secretary to the lord lieutenant ol 
Ireland, nothing iii tlie shape of evolu- 
tion was contemplated. Sir Antony's 
conduct, he said, was indefensible, be-

A FIGHT IN MEXICO. 

Forces Under General Torres Kill 
Forty Yaquis. 

La Colon-ado, Mexico, Fefb. 22. — The 
Mexican forces under (leu. Lais Torres, 
numbering 400, lutve killed forty Vaunts 
ami taken 1(13 prisoners in a two days 
bait tie in tho mountains east of here. 
When the fight ended, Gen. Torres re- 
turned to La Colorado, reporting consid- 
erable losses, lie says there were ">0O 
warriors in tho band surrounding Tor- 
res in the mountains. Albout one hun- 
dred of lihese .broke flhrough the Mexi- 
can lines ami escaped, but the mn'n 
force was burled at a detachment com- 
manded by Caipt. Luis Barron, an old 
Viii|iiis fighter, who was guarding one o£ 
the mountain passes. He held the sav- 
ages in dheek until the arrival of rein- 
forcements, when they were driven back 
with heavy losses and finally surrender- 
ed. 

The final onslaught had been preced- 
ed by two days of skirmishing. Tho 
troops were worn out; the rain had set 
in, and Gen. Torres decided to withdraw 
to La Colorado with his prisoners, aban- 
doning the pursuit of those who had es- 
caped. He left garrisons at all the 
small towns and ranches which had been 
abandoned, and expects to return to the 
same district if the few Indians who es- 
caped cause trouble. 

The expedition from iwfhich Gen. lor- 
res and his force has just returned was 
brought about by tlhe murder of four 
Americans near La Colorado some weeks 
n-ro. 



STRIKES IN RUSSIA. 

A Bad Situation Disclosed by the Lat- 
est Report From Warsaw. 

Warsaw, Feb. 22. — Tr-atiie on the 
Vienna railway has been entirely sus- 
pended wince- early tills afternoon. The 
entire force of employees. Including 
telegraph operators, having joined the 
strike. Not a single train is leaving 
Warsaw's great terminus, which is 
guarded by a strong force of gendarmes, 
keeping back the crowds clamoring for 
opportunity to leave. Two regiments of 
Infantry are guarding the interior of 
the station, the yards and buildings. 
Chiefs of the engineering department, 
acting as firemen and engineers, at- 
tempted to run trains into Warsaw 
from outside points, but none succeed- 
ed In reaching the city, having been 
held up somewhere along the line. The 
telegraph and telephone services also 
have been stopped. 

Baku, Feb. '12. — The military authori- 
ties have authorized energetic measures 
to suppress the disturbances here. This 
was not accomplished without blood- 
shed. All the official and private offices 
are closed and many dead bodies are 
lying In the streets. 

The strike was originally planned to 
begin March t, but the men learned of 
the Intention of the authorities to pro- 
claim the entire line under martial law 
and hence determined to strike today. 

It is feared the employees of the Vis- 
tula lines, between Warsaw and the 
Austrian and German frontiers, also 
will go out. The police yesterday even- 
ing arrested the prominent Polish pub- 
licist and poet, Andrea Xlemolewskl. 



Seventy Bodies 
Are Recovered 



Terrible Results of the Dreadful 
Mine Explosion Down In 
Alabama. 



No Hope Held Out That Any of 
Entombed Men Can Now Be 
Alive. 



Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 22.— At 8 
o'clock tonight seventy bodies had been 
recovered from the Virginia mine, in 
Which an explosion occurred on Mon- 
day. Tomorrow will be a day of funer- 
als at Bessemer, Virginia City, Pratt 
City and Knstey. The bodies have been 
taken to Bessemer as fast as Identified, 
and many houses have been converted 
Into morgues. Many coffins from neigh- 
boring cities reached here today. The 
rescuers are still at work in the slope, 
and as the diggers advance the bodies 
further in the mine are found to be 
more badly burned and mutilated than 
those near the exterior. No hope is now- 
held out that any of the men can be 
alive. Only three men were found yes- 
terday whose hearts were still beating, 
and they expired Immediately on reach- 
ing the outer air. 

Meetings to devise plans to relieve 
the destitute families of the victims 
have been held here and In Bessemer,

The staff correspondents of the Birm- 
ingham News, who have just returned 
from Virginia mines, say that when 
they left there this morning forty-eight 
bodies bail been taken out. 

A number of oilier bodies were in 
sight, but could not be reached because 
of the water. Tin- explosion broke the 
water pipes, Hooding a hu ge part of the 
mine. It is possible thai some of the 
miners were drowned, forty-four bod- 
ies have been taken out. In many In- 
stances it Is Impossible to Identify the 
dead so badly are they blackened and 
mangled. Absolutely no hopes are held 
out now of finding any one alive in the 
mine, it Is sa.d that the report that 
.several men were taken out alive but 
afterwards died is untrue. It is now 
stated that the muscles of three bodies 
relaxed when they were brought out, 
but there was no life in the bodies. 
Coroner Parpls is enquiring into the 
disaster, having already empanelled a 
jury. Newspapermen who have been 
making a close estimate of the num- 
ber of men in the mines, say there were 
lit;, and there Is no doubt but every 
man is dead. The work of recovering j 
the bmlies will be slow owing - 
presence of water in the mine. 

Up to noon the bodies of 54 miners 
bad been recovered. Rescuers who came 
out of the mine today reported that the 
bodies which could not be reached were 
decomposing. It is hoped now to get 
all the

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A COSSACK RAID. 

Russian Force Narrowly Escaped Frorr. 
Being Surrounded by Japanese. 

Mukden. Feb. 22. — A company of Cos- 
sacks which has returned from a long 
ami perilous reconnaissance toward 
Korea, penetrated by mountain paths as 
far as Hagoumin. eighteen miles north- 
west of the Yalu river, where they 
burned a large depot of Japanese pro- 
visions.

The president of the Hanover insti- 
tute censured the students and their 
committee for the action, and the com- 
mittee wu.s dissolved and lis chairman, 
Helpe, expelled. When the latter left 
Hanover the students gave him an ova- 
tion at the railway station. The Em- 
peror lias been petitioned fur an audi- 
ence In order that they might explain 
their side of the difficulty. The faculty 
has also been petitioned to grant ;i re- 
hearing in Helpe's case.

DEFENCE OF ESQU I MALT. 

One of tfli-o Terms of Union \v:is Hint 
tho Dominion Governmout ahouUl use its 
influence to "secure the continued minin- 
teaainco i-i' tlie Nu viiil Station at Ksqui- 
ina.lt." That is definite and distinct. 
Thwo can tie no urinimeiit advanced 
tliat circumstances niter cases. Ir is 
pari of BlieiboiiU. If the Dominion Gov- 
eramenit wished in any way to alter tho 
Terms, its obvious duty was to confer 
with Uhe iprovinotal Govewwnenl in order 
1o secure its consent. There can be n<> 
question uibout that. A baa-gain is a 
bargain. The Dominion Government 
Jias entered into an arrangomeut where- 
hy *he TeJins of Union have been com- 
pletely ignored. The Province of Bri- 
tish Columbia 'lias not been considered. 
We have been -witnessing during the past 
few days the auctioning off of the effects 
of the Navy. The Imperial Government 
is quitting this station entirely. It mean-: 
an entirely new programme. We ap- 
prove of -the policy of the Dominion 
Government so far as the taking over 
of tlie defences is concerned. What we 
contend is this: that by reason of a sol- 
emn compact with die Province the 
Dominion Government was bound to 
consult with the Provincial Government 
before entering into an arrangement 
wh.ieh entirely changes wliat was con- 
templated when wo entered Confedera- 
tion. What has happened 'bears out 
what wo have angued that the interests 
of BrMsili Columbia have been ignored 
in every move that has been made. The 
fact,' remains that the Dominion Govern- 
ment has violated its agreement with the 
Province. It may be possible that it 
was net aware of the Terms of Union. 
We are quite prepared to believe that 
it pays so little attention to tlie wants 
or requirements of tliits Province that no 
thought waa taken of the subject. TShe 
admitted political hostility of tho repre- 
sentatives of the Province in the Domin- 
ion House of Commons and of the au- 
thorities at Ottawa to the McBride ad- 
ministration is no excuse d'or a course 
which is constitutionally indefensible. 
When the Government at Ottawa recog- 
nizes that the Government of British 
Columbia represents tJhe people and not 
a party we shall have a hope of justice 
being done. Nothing can justify tha is- 
noring of our riglits which were guaran- 
teed Iby solemn contract in 1871. The 
consequences of such will probably !"> 
more serious tihan have 'been anticipat- 
ed l>y t'liose wlio have Ibeen making a 
(business of politics instead of looking af- 
ter our true interests. 

ECHO OF A CRISIS. 

.Simultaneously with the recent signi- 
ticuint speech of Arthur Hamilton Le>. 
civil lord of the admiralty, in which to 
explained the reasons fur the redistribu- 
tion of the British navy, there appeared 
in fclio current number of tho National 
Renew a remarkable article on the ai- 
titudeof Germany towards Great Britain 
culled the "German liroperor's War 
Scare." The winter, who hides his idea- 
lity under the nom-de-plumo of ''■(.'•ustos, 
states that last Christinas Kvo otiicilll 
(Jemiumy actually anttioipated and pn - 
pared for war. The German Emperor 
thought he saw looming througll the fog- 
Ihouud channel Lord (Mnirles Ueresford's 
•IbulUlojrs" with their noses pointed to- 
wards dennany. The German navy, al- 
ways mobilized, expectantly waited or- 
ders to sail. Hi itihe dockyards feverish 
haste was displayed day and night, the 
men's Christmas leave was stopped, and 
inquiring journalists in Germany oegail 
to sccnl trouble. Fortunately, though a 
sevmi strain was placed upon it, the 
wire between London and Berlin did not 
break down, and after the German am- 
bassador in London had hastened to 
Merlin and assured the Herman EJmperor 
that the British Admiralty was absolute- 
ly innocent of any fell design upon the 
German lleet, the <-risis subsided, and 
Germany breathed freely again. Tho! 
sea 1. 1 was over on Christmas Kve, 1004. i 
Tlie Kaiser's war scare was unknown j 
lo the outside world, and unknown till 
quite recently to the Hermans them- 
selves. The German Government had 
ibecn the victim, willingly or unwitting- 
ly, of a veritable war panic, such as had 
mil Iboen w if messed in that country since 
Prima- Biwrnnrck nearly succeeded in ad- 
ministering a second death blow to alio 
i-i imperii tive genius of France. "Ittmaj 
bo recorded with absolute truth," con- 
tinues t.ho writer, "thai nobody, from 
Lord Lansdowiie downwards had, or 
'has. the remotest idea of attacking Go?" , 
many, with whim r relations are nor- 
mal and friendly, According to all 
];ractical standpoints our ollieial rela- 
tions with Herinany are excellent. In- 
deed, SO little were we ill England pre- 
pared Cor war al the time of the crisis 
that had I he Herman navy precipitately 
dyscended upon us the possibilities «ro 
that half of our ships would have bceu 
'hojed' in much the same way that the 
Kussiaiis were one night last February, 
tiltd the lolig-lalked-of Geritiiiu invasion 
of JOugland would 'have been, given a 
practical trial. The Herman navy is 
taught to nittack tirst. Had It, under 
the inlluence of fear or panic, done so 



in tlie week' before Christmas, it might 
liave gouo ihard with Kngland, and a 
now chapter in the (world's 'history would 
liay© Ibeen oiwned. Turn<Jig to the cause 
of tlie scare, "Gustos" states that the 
reasons were threefold. The first was 
an article in Vmiky Fair, rwhicll the 
German Government considered to be 
"inspired"; and the second 1111011101- ar- 
ticle in the Army and Xavy Gazette, 
which appears to have ibeen regarded as 
equivalent to the German ollieial service 
organ, which, of course, it is not. Tho 
Amy and Xavy Gazette article was 
generally regarded aS heralding war. 
Then enme the climax — the redistribu- 
tion of the British navy. This very 
natural and wise step was immediately 
construed in Berlin as denoting the pre- 
liminary' stops to hostilities. The with- 
drawal of ifour ships from the Mediter- 
ranean, it was thought, could signify 
nothing else than that England desired 
to concentrate an overwhelming force 
near Herinany in order to pousico down 
upon the inferior German lleet and effect 
41s Itotnl destruction. 

"The alarm at Potsdam was great. 
Tlie German Emperor made ollieial dip- 
lomatic inquiries as to the .significance 
of the 'singular' move on the part of 
(England, and in a roundabout way Eng- 
land was asked whether she intended to 
attack Germany or not. Needless to 
say, the most reassuring answers were 
given hy Great Britain, and gradually, 
but only gradually, the German Govern- 
ment e 11 me to the conclusion that it had 
ibeen the victim of a hoax. As January 
wore on 'the tension subsided, and in 
Berlin court society the affair soon be- 
came the subject <,f polite conversation, 
and very soon the whole pother leaked 
out." 

Discussing I he third cause, the writer 
refers to the fact 'that for the past tea 
years all German winters on politics — 
ami they are many — Jmvo taught thai 
England is Germany's foe, and latterly 
that, an invasion of Fml'I.uhI is a prac- 
tical undertaking. It is pardonable, be 
concludes, if Germans thought England 
.was a'hout to depart from her own insu- 
lar traditions by means of the redistri- 
bution scheme.

ISLAND COPPER ORES. 

There are many indications that the 
many copper deposits which albound in 
almost every district of Vancouver isl- 
and will receive greater attention during 
the present year than ever before by 
those closely «onneuted with this great 
industry. Representatives of the great 
producing copper centres have been 
quietly making investigation as to tlie 
extent and value of Vancouver Island 
deposits, having also in view the econo- 
mical production. The presence of large 
Ibodies of copper-hearing ores being as- 
sured, there is everything in favor of 
it heir economical development. In every 
detail of cost of mining, freighting and 
smelting — in fact with tlie single excep- 
tion of the cost of labor — the copper 
ores of Vancouver Island can be exploit- 
ed at a much lesser charge than the ore 
bodies ,,f the interior Mainland, where 
the transportation charges on ore and 
supplies are very much greater. Tho 
j percentage of copper in the Vancouver 
Island ores is also higher than, any 
known interior deposits now being work- 
ed. Hence their attractiveness to the in- 
vestor in this class of mining. The re- 
sults Obtained by the several shipping 
mines and by a number of properties 
which tire as yet described as in the 
'"prospect" stage, ihas created this inter- 
est and inquiry as to the copper ores of 
the Island. Intelligent development of 
the copper deposits of the Island up to 
date has been limited to a few proper- 
ties. In the majority of cases develop- 
ment has been confined to investigation 
by locators of deposits too poor them- 
selves to proceed on a liberal scale and 
uuafllc to induce outside capital to ai 1 
them. It would seem, however, tha' 
the latter detriment is to be removed, 
and that foreign capital is seeking this 
new l'n Id in which ito invest. It hart 
been a long wait for those who have 
had knowledge of anil faith in the rich- 
ness of the Island ores, hut it would ap- 
pear that at last their faith and putienca 
•is to he rewarded and that the present 
year will see inaugurated a satisfactory

Sir—] think your nrtlcle la Sunday's pa- 
per must convince Mr. f.ugrtn more than 
ever thnt "re-threshing old straw" Is not a 
profitable undertaking, ns fur ns he Is con- 
cerned, and tho sooner lie subsides the 
sooner he will be prevented from being 
CCrted where till old straws should go. If 
there Is nuyone more than another who 
assisted the Dominion government In play- 
ing the game of Hie Grand Trunk In the 
province, It was Mr. Ltlgrln, who. It Is 
rumored, was the specially retained advo- 
cate of the Dominion government during 
the late general election, and whose course, 
Indicated by you, Is well understood by the 
British Columbia public.

to be unusually well supplied with funds, 
not only to meet stock market demands, 
but to satisfy the requirements of commer- 
cla enterprises. We 'have witnessed a 
marked change In money conditions in the 
■past two years, with the banks today In a 
position to more than keep pace with the 
country's remarkable progress, and afford 
accommodation to all without taxing their 
resources. Two years ago Canadian banking 
institutions found their capital, and con- 
sequently their note circulation, too limit- 
ed, to cope with the country's rapid expnn- 
sion. Particularly at crop-moving time was 
this felt, for at that period the West cubed 
for money In large quantities, and It was a 
cub that was Imperative, More or less re- 
striction had to he placed upon ordinary 
business requests, while tlie chief heart- 
burnings were in the stock market, which 
upon many occasions was shut off almost 
entirely from Its source of money supply. 
Then came the wholesale increases In bank- 
ing capital and a 1 most Immediate relief 
from the previous somewhat annoying con- 
ditions. Last fall the banks handled the 
crops with ease, and at the same time had 
plenty of money for other purposes. 

Since 1002 the current loans ot Canadian 
banks have Increased from $357,000,000 to 
$-131,124.24-4, while note circulation bus ex- 
panded from ?Ui,ri(li'.0i30 to $t>4,oO7,000. 
Within the same period deposits In the 
bunks have shown enormous growth, having 
gone up from $4.10.900,000 to $50-1,000,000. 
'I he latter amount Is the greatest in the 
history of Canadian banking. A little over 
a week ugo Canadian banks reduced their 
rate on cull lonns from 5 to 4'/j per cent., 
whl'c In Wall Street enormous sums of 
money hnve been loaned to the stock mar- 
ket at 194 to 2 per cent. The easiness of 
money In New York Is the more remark- 
aide In view of the fact that tho market 
there has been drained of lnrgc amounts of 
geld to satisfy the urgent demand from 
t'arls. The markets of Berlin, Paris nnd 
.St. Petersburg, and London to a lesser ex- 
tent, have been kept busy financing Rus- 
sia's war loans, nnd have accomplished 
the task without undue pressure. The mar- 
kets more concerned in Japan's money- 
finding schemes have been London and 
iNcw York. Japan's bond Issues have like- 
wise been successfully lloatod, Japanese 
per cent, bonds selling yesterday at par. 
the highest point they have reached since 
last November. World-wide en.sy money un- 
der Buch conditions Is therefore a matter 
o; note. How long It will Inst is a ques- 
tion that financiers must be busily discuss- 
ing.
